OF THE TOWN OF SANBORNTON.

Your Commitiee fel! no little diffidence in attempting the prepar- 
ation of this report. And let us, in the beginning, ask pardon for 
our incompetency and for the inefflcient manner in which we have 
performed the duties of our office—for let it be remembered, that 
itis no light task to assume the responsibilities, and faithfully to 
perform the duties of Superintending School Committee, of even 
the smallest town, and much more of a town like this, which ranks 
only the twelfth in the State, in population, (acc rding tc the cen- 
sus of 1860), and is behind none in this State or elsewhere in intel- 
ligence, industry, wealth and frugality of its citizens—for the laws, 
as they now stand, make the Superintending Committee King of 


common sckools giving them full power to decide, not only as to 
the text books to be used, but as to the mode of the government of 
schools, and the moral as well as the mental qualifications of the 
teachers. , Wh 

We are not disposed to find fault, or blame any one (except per- 
haps ourselves) for the present condition of the schools: in town ; 
and in fact, we are not prepared to say, that they are net in as good 
condition, as at any time heretofore, but this much we can say and 
with the utmost confidence, that they are not what they should be, 
and net what they might be, and we are sorry to be obliged to say, 
that there is a class of our most influential and prominent citizens 
that are disposed to neglect and we mignt say despise, not perhaps 
the common school system but the common scliools themselves, 
forgetting that they are the cradles of the republic, that they are 
the pride of the nation, that they are the chief corner stone of our 
liberties, forgetting that in them, if they are properly fostered guard- 
ed and protected by the citlzens, and supplied with teachers who 
know their duty and knowing dure to do it, will be diligently im- 
pressed upon the ininds of the young, ‘the principles of piety and 
justice; a sacred regard to truth, love of country, humanity and 
benevolence; sobriety, industry and frugality; chastity, moderation 
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and temperance; und all other virtues which are the ornament and 
support of human society”; that they will be led “into a particular 
understanding of the tendency of all such virtues to persons and 
protect a republican form of government, to secure the blessings of 
liberty and to.promote their future happiness, and the tendency of 
the opposite vices to degradation ruin and slavery”’. 

And let us, once more urge upon the people, to guard and protect 
with the most jealous cars, vot only the common school system, but 
the commun scbools themselves—be careful in the selection of your 
prudential committees, and let the committee be careful in the se- 
lection of the teachers, and, above all, let the Superintending Com- 
mittee hold with the utmost vigor and firmness, the power which 
the law has placed in his hands—let not the considerations of rela- 
tionship or friendship influence either in his official duties—but let 
each in their official eapacity, look carefully to the best interests of 
the greatest number, forgetting not that the influence of their offic- 
jal conduct may act upon generations yet unborn. 

The subject of the union of school districts is engaging the at- 
tention of the people, in many parts of the town. Perhaps no sug- 
gestion upon this point are called for at this time; but we deem it 
our duty to say, that in our judgment, ajudicious and careful re- 
vision of the boundaries of the school districts, would result in 
great good to the children of tte town. For years past the inclina- 
tion has been, too much to divide and subdivide in many instances 
to the great detriment if not to the ruin of the schools therein.— 
As a result of this, in one instance the committee found a school 
at its opening, containing omy three scholars, and they were favor. 
ed with only seven weeks schooling for the year. ‘There should 
certainly be something done for a district situated like this—it is a 
waste of the pu’lic money, to use it in such a manner. 

It is. a characteristic of the American people, to oscillate, like q 
pendulum from one extreme to the other; and, having, heretofore, 
gone to the extreme of small districts, be cautious snd not naw ga 
io the other extreme, of mahing them too large, ' 

On account of the loss of the Jiterary fund one of these things 
must follow—we must either raise more money by taxation consol- 
idate our districts, or shorten our schools—which will you do? 

It seems to us the cheapest to consolidate—Pru dential committees 
should be more particular in the future than inthe past, in requir- 
ing each teacher, before entering upon their duties to produce a 
certificate of qualification from the Superintending Cammittee. 

They should also remember that each teach before they are en- 
titled to receive pay for their services is required by law, ta pro- 
duce a certificate from the Superinting Committe stating that they 
have filed a proper report. 

It tec chers were Felli strict'y to these two requirements, the Su. 
perintending Committee wouid te saved much perplexity, and 
would not be obliged as is now frequently the case to report ‘‘no 
Registet returned.” 

Taking all uhings into consideration, however: we feel to cangrat- 
ulate you, on the wholesome condition of your schools, but if the 
suggestions we have made, could be carried into prac:ica! operation 
the change would have a wonderful effect in improving the same. 

Disr. No.1, Prudential Com: James. Morrison. Summer and 
winter term by Miss Sarah Taylor. On account of receiving no no- 
tice the winter term was not visited at its close. This was the tea- 
chers first effort and she showed superior natural qualifications for 
her occupation. ‘The progress was good, order and system excel- 
lent, and the school may well be galled a success. 

Dist. No.2. Prud. Com John F Eastman. Su mmey and Fall 
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ters botn by Mrs H. A. Hiff. Her reputation as a sticcessful and 
efficient teacher is too well Known to nesl comment. Suffize it to 
say that she did not fall pelow her stand rd. On account of sick- 
ness the fall term ended sooner than was expected aud was 00% vis- 
ited at its close by the committee. 

Dist. No, 4. Prud. Com. Joseph? Dearborn. Summer and Win- 
ter terms by Miss Orissa M Dearborn. The school each term was 
very small and therefore the teacher had not so good an opportuni- 
ty to show her abilities. The progress made in the various branch- 
es was good and the instruction thorough. 


Dist No. 5. Prud. Com. Arthur Crockett. Two terms taught 
by Miss Sarah P Comerford. She labored with her usual faithful- 
ness for the interest of the school. We found at the closing exam- 
ination that the ‘whys” had been carefully looked after and that 
they had been taught principles as well as rules. The pupils gave 
evidence, that they had well improved their time. 


Dist. No.6. Prud. Com. Calvin Osgood. A Fall term, by 
Miss Augusta A Marshall. This teacher adapts herself in that 
pleasing manner which causes her pupils to cheerfully obey her re- 

uirements, and apply themselves with commendable diligence to 
their studies. She labored with fidelity and earnestness for the 
best good of her scholars, and hi¢hly maintained her former reputa- 
lion as a practical instructress. Good advancement. 


Dist. No.7. Summer and Winter terms by Miss Carrie Dur- 
gin. These terms, like former ones by the same teacher in the 
same district were eminently successful. The district is fortunate 
in being able to retain the services of so excellent a teacher. 


Dist. No.8. Prud. Com. Andrew J. Taylor. Miss Mary E. 
Taylor, teacher, Summer term. A model teacher, she was energet- 
ic and industrious, and made the corresponding impressions upon 
her pupils, ‘The protnptness of the scholars at recitations, showed 
plainly that their teacher had been faithful and thorough in her in- 
structions. 


Winter Term, Otis S Sanborn, teacher. Good success has uni- 
formly attended this teachers efforts in training young minds for fu- 
ture usefulness. Mostof his pupils were attentivé and studious, 
and made good progress in their studies, 


Dist. No.9. Prud. Com. Person C. Shaw. Summer term on- 
ly, by Miss Martha A Colby. This teacher performed her duties 
with success, combining earnestness of purpose, with mental | clears 
ness. Good order, and fine advancement. 


Distr. No. 11. Curtis Weeks Prud. Com. Summer, and Fall 
terms by Miss Abbie E Jacobs. ‘The teacher did her best to make 
the school pleasant, and profitable to all, The advancement] of a 
majority of the scholars was good the first term. ‘The progress the 
second term was creditable to teacher and pupils. 
= Distr. No. 12. Joseph Wadleigh Prud Com. Fall term by Miss 
Hattie J Tilton,who unites mildness with firmness and by the union 
of these qualities she succeeded in‘ccommanding the respectful at- 
tention of her pupils. The scholars gaye evidence of studious hab: 
its, and had made good improvement. 
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Div. No. 13. Cyrus Swain Prud Com. Fall term by Miss 
Mary BE ‘i'alor, At the commencement the school appeared quite 
promising, Owing to unavoidable circumstances this school was 
not visited a second time; but from the established reputation of 
the teacher and ether sources of information, we kaye reason to be- 
iieve it was a profitable term. 


Distr. No. 15. William B Cawley Prud. Com. Miss Ella A, 
Brown taught the Summer and Winter terms. She exhibited an 
interest in her scholars, and a Jove for her occupation. The clos- 
ing examination was characterized by accuracy, thoroughness and 
good order. The scholars gave close attention during recitation, 
which was highly commendable to teacher and pupils. 


Disr. No. 16. Prud Com. Henry Severance. Summer Term on- 
ly. Miss Fannie D Pearsons teacher. She brought to her aid an 
extensive experience and gave excellent satisfaction to the District, 

Distr. No. 17. Lewis Hunkins, Prud Com. Miss Abbie 2 Phil- 
brick, teacher both terms. It was the aim of this teacher, to im- 
press on the minds of her pupils that the first lesson of the school 
is order, and a submission to wholesome rules;—the lesson they 
ought tu have learned at home, the thorough learning of which 
will mark their whole social and moral career. Let parents who 
respect themselves—who love their children, be careful and sustain 
to the best of their abilities, good order in thew schcols. One 
scholar; who admitted that he had violated the rules of the school, 
and abused the teacher, was expelled. 

Dist. No. 18. Prud. Com. A P Gilman. Summer Term by 
Miss Abbie E Philbrook. This was her first effort, and considering 
her age, may well be called a successful one. She maintained good 
order and excellent progress was made in most of the branches 
tanght. She has the natural qualification requisite for becoming 
one of the best teachers. 

Winter Term by Miss Carrie Durgin. She brought into this 
school her usual quiet and winning ways and made it an excellent 
school. Good order thorough progress, and goed advancement. 


Dis. No. 19. H Q Dalton, RL Bowers, Prud. Com. 
Miss Fannie D. Pearsons, Teacher, Summer term. An 
experienced teacher, and gave good satisfaction to the 
district. Winter Term. Miss Mary EH, Taylor, teacher. 
There was decided improvement nade by most of her pu 
pils, the classes were thoroughly drilled, and most of 
them manifested a good degree of interest 1n their studies. 


Dist. No. 20. Timothy S. Edgearly, Prud. Com. Miss 
Esther Aun Page, teacher summer term. Miss Page has 
had large experience in teaching, and has been very _suc- 
cessful in her efforts, her pupils received good instruction 
in the various. branches pursued, and were orderly 
and’studious, and mude good advadcement in their studies. 
Winter Term. Miss S Emily Taylor, teacher. The cit- 
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izens of the district were fortunate in securing the 
services of one so well adapted} to the wants of 
this school. Good order prevailed, and it was pleasing 
to notice the apparent ambition of nearly all the pupils. 
Good improvement was made by all the classes. 

Dist. No. 21. Christopher Sanborn, Prud. Com. Fall 
term only, Miss Sarah E. Woodman teacher. Miss 
Woodman sustains a high reputation as a teacher. She 
labored faithfully to improve the minds of those under 
her care, and with good success, she won the respect and 
confidence of her pupils, and gave good satisfaction to all 
who were interesied in the school, 

Dist. No. 22. Noah J. Shute Prud. Com. Miss 
Hattie J Tilton, teacher, Summer term. Miss Gorgie 
B. Perley, teacher Fallterm. A smail school thoroughly 
drilled in all the departments of study. Both teachers 
gave good satisfaction. Good order and improvement 
-both terms. 

Dist. No. 24. William B- Huse, Prud. Com. Fall 
term only. Miss S Emily Taylor teacher. The Prud. 
Com., acted wisely in employing a teacher who was _per- 
fectly able 4o see the exigences of the school, and to meet 
them as far as possible for a teacher to do so, ‘The citi- 
zens of the district have reasons for congratulation on ac- 
count of the improvement made by their school the past 
term, and for the high stand it now occupies. 

Distr. No. 28. Prud. Com. Geo. W. Morrison, Sum- 
mer ‘Term by Mrs. Cynthia A Hill. She tried hard to 
make the school profitable to the scholars, but was not as 
successful in all respects as could have been desired. The 
order was not quite up to the standard. ‘There was how- 
ever some progress made in many of the branches. 

Fall Term by Miss S Emily Taylor. She is a teacher 
of extensive experience and has not failed to profit there- 
by. . She may be reckoned among our standard teachers. 
Good order, thorough instruction, and marked progress, 
were the result of her labor. 

Dist. No. 29. Prud. Com., David W. Clark. Winter 
term, only, by Miss Hannah E. Boutwell. Schovl opened 
with only three scholars, a discouraging prospect for any 
teacher. She, however, as far as she had the opportunity, 
showed superior talent. The term was quite short, but 
the p: ogress made, in many instances, was remarkable, 
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
